PLANES OF THE FUTURE 
Like it or not, “ou r ocean bu lwarks are shrink­ 
ing rapidly ” and aeronau tic dev elopment “will 
make of the Atlantic an English Channel.” So 
declared Major General Frank M. Andrews, chief 
•of the General Headq u arters Air Force at the 
conv ention of the National Aeronau tical Asso­ 
ciation in St. Lou is. He predicted the day of the 
su per-bomber with 10,000-mile range and u rged 
that the United States be the first nation to 
hav e rou nd-trip military planes ov er both the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. Su ch planes, he insist­ 
ed, cou ld be bu ilt here. He said: 
“The important economic stru ctu res along ou r 
Northeastern 
seaboard 
mu st 
be 
gu aranteed 
against air attack. A stu dy of that area discloses 
that the destru ction of ev en a limited nu mber of 
key objectiv es might resu lt in a paraly zing effect 
u pon the fu nctioning of the entire area, if not 
the whole nation.” 
This, of cou rse, pre-su pposes the ex istence of 
thou sands of su ch mammoth bombers with long 
cru ising range as General Andrews has in mind. 
In the present admitted stage of airplane de­ 
v elopment, no su ch danger impends. For dev as­ 
tation to this ex tent, of cou rse, has not been 
wreaked in the more than three y ears’ ex istence 
of the war in Spain or in the y ear and a half of 
the Japanese assau lt on China. In fact, as ardent 
a champion of British national defense as Win­ 
ston Chu rchill flou ts the idea that Hitler’s planes, 
or any body else’s, can paraly ze British indu stry 
and commerce. In this attitu de, howev er, he does 
not minimize the v ast loss of life, property and 
morale they cou ld inflict. 
Bu t it is not with present day conditions that 
General Andrews was dealing. Rather it is with 
the dev elopment he feels mu st come, and perhaps 
ev en now is going on, in the ev olu tion of bomb­ 
ing planes. There will be no q u arrel with his 
thesis that America mu st be armed. Bu t if the 
War Department has strong reason to believ e 
that the world is on the ev e of dev elopments in 
the field of air warfare that hav e not been m ani­ 
fest either in China or in Spain, that fact can­ 


not too q u ickly be laid before Congress in its 
taking u p of the defense program.

END TAX IMMUNITY 
President Roosev elt is indu bitably right when 
he asks Congress to remov e the immu nities en­ 
joy ed by State, Federal and mu nicipal employ es 
and the holders of tax -ex empt bonds. Millions of 
dollars of added rev enu e cou ld thu s be procu red 
withou t working an inju stice u pon any one. 
A q u estion arises, of cou rse, as to whether the 
proposed mov e can be made withou t amending 
4he Federal Constitu tion. Howev er, high legal au ­ 
thorities are of the opinion that the income tax 
prov iso is already su fficiently broad to warrant 
immediate action. 
As for pu blic employ es, there shou ld be no se­ 
riou s disagreement. These people ate citizens 
enjoy ing the benefits of gov ernmental serv ice, 
and it is only reasonable to ex pect that they shall 
shou lder a proportionate share of the fiscal 
bu rden. 
Elimination of tax -ex empt bonds no' dou bt 
wou ld hav e the * effect of driv ing considerable 
capital into the more produ ctiv e fields of-pri­ 
v ate enterprise. The temptation wou ld no longer 
ex ist to pu t av ailable money into the less activ e 
ty pes of inv estment which contribu te little or 
nothing to bu siness v itality and employ ment. 
If Congress were to take the proposed action, 
the States which now hav e income tax laws of 
their own u ndou btedly wou ld mov e in a similar 
direction with respect to Federal employ es as 
well as to workers on State and mu nicipal pay ­ 
rolls. That, too, wou ld be wholly eq u itable from 
the fiscal point of v iew. 
The su m and su bstance of the m atter is that 
a potentially v ast amou nt of pu blic rev enu e has 
been slipping throu gh the fingers of the gov ern­ 
ment as a direct resu lt of ex isting immu nities. 
To stop these leaks wou ld be to au gment gov ­ 
ernmental income in considerable degree ev en 
while av erting any u ntimely increase in the 
heav y load now being carried by the rank and 
file of American tax pay ers.
